HE whole Nation almoſt did not think ſo when they 
own'd King Charles the Second in his Exile, when 
bis Proteftion failed them ; and yer they, very Du- 

tifully and Religiouſly, as well as Loyally and Unanimouſly, 
brought him in in 2666. and did what they could poſſibly for 
him by their Pens, and Purſes, in his Abſence, 

And the- whole People of Ira and Tudab, did not think 
their Allegiance cancelPd, becauſe King Dawid's ProteRtion 
over them was difabled, but ſtrove who ſhonld be the for- 
wardeſt to bring bim back, 2 Sam. 19. 42. And all the men of 
Tudab' anſwered the men of Iſrac!, Becauſe the King «« near of km 
to us : wherefore then be you angry for this matter ! have we taten 
at all of the King's coſt ? or bath be gruen us any gift ? ( nay, to 
accommodare the Caſe to che Objection, — Was he ſo much 

B as 
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as able to protect us?) yet the men of Iſracl anſwered the men 
of Fudah (Ver. 43.) We bave ten parts in the King, and we have 

o more right in David than ye : why then did ye deſpiſe ws, that 
a ac ab ff hw gy buck me ! What 
more evident, then that their Allegiance did not fall with 
David's ability to proteCt them, ſeeing they profeſs no Self. 
intereſt in the caſe, no Gift, &c. but only the Allegation of 
Birth, Family, and Kindred, or the like. 


Again, (Pap. z,) —Service and Obedience are without doubt ab- 
ſolved, when a Father ceaſes to be a Father, by becoming an Enemy. 


That the Father of our Country is not become an Enemy, 
ſhall be made out bereafter— Bur if a Father, or a Prince, 
becomes an Enemy, yet Service, and Obedience, are ſtill due 
to them ; in as much as the Vices of the Fathers cannot affect 
the Duty of the Children. Cham got a Curſe for diſcovering 
his Father's Nakedneſs, while Shew and 7 got a Bleſling 
by covering it. Why ſhould Cham be if Neab's Drun- 
kenneſs had cancell'd his Son's Reſpett and Duty ? And, I be- 
lieve, his Majeſty's Children abhor the thoughes of bur ſap- 
poſing their Duty to their Natural Parent and Soveraign at 
preſent waved, or extinguiſhed ; leſt upon the breach of the 
Fifth Commandment, of not their Father, &c. 
their days ſhould not be long in the ; beſides the I- 
derations of Eternity.

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thus much only to ſhew the Weakneſs of your Reaſoning. As 
tothe Text, Sr. Paw! meant it primarily, and literally, of Nero, 
the worſt of Men and Princes; who was ſo very far from doing 
his Duty, or proteCting our Religion, that he was a grievous 
Tyrant, and a mighty Terror to good Works; and yet the 
Apoſtle commands all, without exception, to be ſubject to 
him, not becauſe he was a good Governour ( for that be was 
not ) but becauſe he was one of the Higher Powers; and be- 
cauſe he had received that Power,not from any mutual Com- 
pact of the People, bur only from God, whoſe Vicegerent be 
was ( though never {© bad; ) ſince there is no Argument ever 
yet able to ſhake that Aſſertion, That there is no Power but of 
God, and the Powers that be are ordained of him : Whoſoever 
therefore refiſteth (not the Vice and Wickedneſs of the Man, 
bur ) the Power and Ordinance of God, lodged in that Man, 
ſhall receive ro themſelves Damnation ; from which, good 
Lord, deliver us all. 
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lick Good, yes that none of the. Chrittians joyned with 
either. 

And the noble Theb aan Legion, in the 18. of Diockſian, are 
moſt eminently Famous for laying down 6666 Lives at the 
command of the Emperor Maximmian, when they could 
eaſily have ſaved them; if they could have imagined, that 
the ProteCtion of the Magiſtrate failing, it was Lawful for 
the Subjett to withdraw his Obedience. This is viſible through- 
out all Ages and Places of the Chriſtian Church, and has been 
ever mo eminently the conſtant Dottrine and Practice of 
this Church of England, in her Articles, Conſtitutions, and 
Behaviours; however ſome that have been willing to rejoyce 
m Iniquity have imagined ſome Occaſion of triumph, in Re- 
ſpeft of ſome Perſons, and Things, which perhaps. they do 
not fully underſtand : Bur there is roo much behind. 


( Pag. 4-) The King's Zeal for his Religion never puſhed 
him beyond . the Meaſures of a pious and juſt Prince : If he 
atrempted any thing that has appeared ſince Illegal, it was 
againſt his Will, having had the Judgment and Deciſion of all 
( or moſt of ) the Judges, and many other Proteſtant Coun- 
ſellors Learned in the Law, upon their Oaths, and Conſciences, 
That what they put him upon, was fo far from Subverting the 
Eſtabliſhment of our Religion and Laws, that he chought he 
did no more than his Royal Predeceſfors had done ; and par- 
ticulacly Queen Ekzabethb, and King Femes, by their Legal, 
and Acknowledged Prerogative, which is Law, as well as 
thoſe Priviledges which concern the Subject , according to 
Sature, as well as Cooumon, and Natural Law. 


( Pag. 5. ) Secing you grant, That if the King was in emi- 
nent Danger, he was then driven away: I ſhall only fay, that 
as long as the King did rationally believe it, and all his 
Friends, you and I ought to believe it too, or a leaſt ac- 
quieſce ſo 'far jo it, as that his Majeſty hath not thereby for- 
feired his Crown, and Right: It is more mannerly to ſuppre( 
the diminiſhing Conditions of ( what you call) a Treaty, than 
waiſt upon the bardneſs, or unacceptableneſs of any of zhem;

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as for the Seals they may be brought again, by the ſame 
Hand that took them away, at a convenient Seaſon. 


( Pop. 6.) Allegiance ſtands in its full force, make you 
what Conſequence you pleaſe ; neither is it . under any Sul- 
penſion, for none but God can Suſpend ir, or Legally pur the 
Regency into other Hands : Neither is there any Incapacity, 
by being AﬀeCted, and Culpable ; for nothing is ſuppoſed to 
be Culpable in the Perſon of a Lawful King, in reſpe%t of his 
Subjects, who are no competent Judges of what are ſup- 
poſed his Faults. 


( Pap. 8.) As for the terms of Security, the beſt way is to 
leave p ho to him, who is the only Ruler of Princes, By whom 
alone Kings Reign, and Princes Decree Fudgment ; and that withour 
the expectation of Migacles, to preſerve us under our again 
reſtored Sovereign ; foralſmuch as he ſees thoſe Rocks upon 
which he daſh'd before, and doubleſs will avoid them , as 
becomes fo Great, ſo Wiſe, and fo Experienced a Prince: 
Neither need we now. fear any Jeſuits in the Council, no, nor 
ſo much as any Papilt in the Government ; ſeeing they.now ex- 
pet and defire no more Priviledge than they have in Holland, 
nor ſo much neither, unleſs the King and Parliament ſhall 
vouchſafe it them ; no danger therefore of throwing our ſelyes 
back imo any miſerable Conditian upon the King's retnen. 


( Pag. 10.) Oaths are binding, although - thoſe in behalf 
of whom they are taken do not perform their part. The 
breach of one Man's Duty, will not Legitimate an others. 

The Matrimonial Oath is not abſolutely made for term of 
Life, but God himſelf bas put in an Exception in the caſe of 
Adultery, which — = done in _ ol pry mod 
wherefore the Oath ance binds .

and admits of no intermiſſion Or ai. no

12.) As for the Preſidents of Edward Il. and Rs- 
ads 7.0 'ris too long to examine their Hiſtories : Bur, let me 
ofter in general, that never any King of England was Judged 
in Parliament for their Male Adminiſtration, in Quict and Se- 
date Times, but always ſoon after ſome great Commotions or 
Rebellions. And would you bring the Atts of the , or 
thoſe art the latter end of King Charles I. Reign, for reſi 
dents of Law, efpecially againſt a King ? 

For the Judgments of 4 IL. and Ricbeord H. whether 
they were ever revoked or not, by the ſucceeding Kings, _ 
Queſtion ; but this is certain, chat ſome of the 
againſt Edward Il. wero in the 41h. of Edward ll adjudged and 
attainted in-Parlamernt, the King was but a Child. 
And as to that againſt Il. it was given in the Firſt 
Parliamene of Henry IV. whoſe Son, and Son's Son, reigned 
after him, and was the Foundation of their Uſorping Tiles, 
and ſo could not be for their Honour or Intereſt to have them 
ſet aſide. And befides, Edward IV. who ſnacceded that Line, 
claimed from Edward III. and not from Richard 11, be leaving 
no ſus, whoſe buſineſs it might have been, more properly, 
to have Ren the Judgments againſt his Father abrogared. 

Beſides, notwithſtanding that, Richard IL, was Murthered 
G Inhamanly, yet he was ſbverat times ſer up, by the Peo People, 
againſt Henry IV. which ſhews- what Opinion they had of 
Scandalous 

But fr Charles 1. which was much of the fame 
Nature, all ths —d againſt that Unfortunate Prince 
were, by Aft of Parliamene, ordered eo be raken off the File, 
Eraced, and (if am not miſtaken ) ordered to be burne by 
the Common Hang-men ; and the Perſors concerned, by Par. 
lament, Actainged ; 'and moſt of them Executed. Heiides, 
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conſidering the diſtance of rime berween Richard IL and Ed- 
ward IV. which was 60 Yeras probably eraſing them would 
not quit Coft, nor be tans, in companiſon of the Smoak and 
Purther thoſe Agitations might raiſe, between King and People ;
